Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

Species 1 - Figure 5 (claims 1 , 3-4, 7-9 and 20) - directed to an apparatus and system 
having an ingress processor, an egress processor and a control plane processor. 

Species 2 - Figure 6 (claims 10-12,14-15 and 17-19) - directed to methods for 
processing information packets without a control plane processor. 

Species 3 - Figure 7 (claim 22) - directed to an apparatus having only one processor. 

. The species are independent or distinct because of their different features. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to electa single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held 
to be allowable.
